Fr. F. Podgorsek, 
Pastor Of Holy 
Trinity, Dies 
Obsequies Held For 


East Chicago Priest; 
Bishop Gives Eulogy 


East Chicago.— Solemn funeral 
services were held at Holy Trinity 
Croatian parish here Tuesday morn- 
ing for the Rev. Francis Podgor- 
sek, pastor, who died Friday, Feb. 
Ist, at the age of 72. Father had 
been in ill health for many months 
and seriously ill for three months. 
He was removed to St. Catherine’s 
hospital on January 14, and died 
there. Death was the result of a 
generally weakened condition due 
to dropsy and a kidney ailment 
which caused a weakened heart. 

The Solemn High Mass of Re- 
quiem was offered, in the presence 
of His Excellency Bishop Noll, by 
the Rev. Joseph F. Stukel, pastor 
of Assumption (Croatian) church, 
Chicago. Assisting were the Rev. 
Paul P. Bogovich, assistant at Holy 
Trinity Church here, deacon, and 
the Rev. Vincent. Uvodic, pastor of 
SS. Peter and Paul (Croatian) 
Church, Whiting, subdeacon. The 
Rev. Louis G. Duray, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church, here, acted 
as ‘master of ceremonies. 

Deacons of honor to His Excel- 
lency Bishop Noll were the Rever- 
ends Joseph Sipos, pastor of Holy 
Trinity (Hungarian) Church, here, 
and Louis Michalski, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church, Gary.

Born In Styria 

Father Podgorsek was _ born 
the former Austria-Hungarian Em- 
pire. He was ordained in Jugosla- 
via in 1904 and came to the United 
States in March of 1910. 

Shortly after his arrival in the 
States, Father was assigned as as- 
sistant at St. Georgt’s church, Chi- 
cago. He remained there only a 
few months and transferred to 
Whiting where on June 29, 1910 he 
founded SS. Peter and Paul’s par- 
ish. At that time Father Podgor- 
sek was the only Croatian priest 
serving his people in this terri- 
tory.

President Truman 
Asks Fight For Its

Requests Elimination 
Of ‘Things Working 
Against The Family’ 


Washington, Feb. 5.— (NC) — 
“The measure of a civilization is 
the measure of its family life,” 
President Harry S. Truman re- 
minded in a message to the four- 
teenth annual convention of the 
National Catholic Conference on 
Family Life, which opened here to- 
day at the Catholic University of 
America. The President recom- 
mended that a fight be made “for a 
bill of rights for the family.” 


An array of notable speakers, 
with topics on all phases of family 
life, was scheduled to address the 
four-day sessions. The Conference 
is sponsored by the Family Life 
Bureau of the National Catholie 
Welfare Conference. 


“T have noted with keen inter- 
est,” President Truman’s message 
stated, “the sessions on family life 
to be held at the Catholic Univer- 
sity of America under the joint 
auspices of the Family Life Bu- 
reau, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference and the National Cath- 
olic Conference on Family Life. 

“The deliberations which your 
program calls for are timely. In- 
deed, it would seem inconceivable 
that, as we put our hands and our 
hearts to the giant task of building 
anew at this turning. point in his- 
tory, we should fail to center a 
great share of our attention and 
effort upon the family unit. The

Pre-War Regulation 
In Scholastic Work 
For Athletes Stated 


Notre Dame.—The University. of 
Notre Dame will return next sem- 
ester, starting in March, to full ob- 
servance of its pre-war regulation 
that a scholastic average of 77% 
will be required for each Notre 
Dame student participating on var- 
sity athletic teams. 

This action—recommended at a 
recent quarterly meeting of the 
Faculty Board in Control of Ath- 
letics at Notre Dame—was official- 
ly approved, Feb. 1, by the Rev. J. 
Hugh O’Donnell, C.S.C., President 
of the University. 

Commenting on the recommenda- 
tion, Director of Athletics Frank 
W. Leahy emphasized that “the 
step we are taking certainly should 
impress upon each Notre Dame 
athlete the primary obligation he 
owes to his studies.” 

“Notre Dame for years has abid- 
ed by the regulations of the West- 
ern Conference,” Mr. Leahy added. 
“In my opinion the Western Con- 
ference regulations, as a whole, 
are about as strict as those ob- 
served by any other group in the 
country. At the same time, how- 
ever, I believe that Notre Dame’s 
own athletic regulations are just 
as strict as they come.”

More Secret Pacts 


Startled By Announcement 
That Crimean Agreement 
Gave Kurile To Russians 


BY J. J. GILBERT 


Washington, Feb. 4.—The more 
Washington learns about the Yal- 
ta agreement the more amazing 
and perplexing it becomes, and it 
probably would be the subject of 
much more Congressional concern 
were Congress not closely involved 
with such vital domestic matters 
as the national labor-management 
situation. 


For example, President Truman 
has revealed that the Yalta agree- 
ment actually is a document. This 
@ great many people here did not 
understand. Secretary of State 
Byrnes, an adviser of President 
Roosevelt at Yalta, said only a 
few days ago he did not learn 
‘until last July that the Yalta 
agreement gave the Kurile Islands 
to Soviet Russia. For this rea- 
son, many people thought it was 
some sort of verbal agreement. 


But President Truman says it 
reposes in the private files of the 
President of the United States, 
and bears the signature of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Miuister 
Churchill and Premier Stalin, Ask- 
ed if there were any more agree- 
ments like this, President Truman 
said he couldn’t answer. He point- 
ed out, however, that at all such 
meetings there were agreements 
signed in this way, designed to 
get the best use out of all the 
Allies’ resources and to win the 
war. He said he thought most of 
the agreements had been made 
public, but that if any hadn’t they 
would be made public at the prover 
time. 


This has left an impression that 
there are still other secret agree- 
ments the world does not yet 
know about. Thus Washington, 
in a manner of speaking, is wait- 
ing for the other shoe to fall. 


On the same day newspapers 
here carried the charge of Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes that reports 
indicated that the security police 
in Poland were committing polit- 
ical murders; that prominent mem- 
bers of political parties have heen 
among those killed, and that these 
murders were hindering the ful- 
fillment of Poland’s pledge of free 
elections. The Secretary’s state- 
ment recalled the agreements made 
at Yalta and Potsdam, and said 
that, in the light of these, the 
United States must follow Polish 
developments closely. 

“In regard to the aliegatiuns 
that a reign of political murders 
is taking place in Poland,” said 
Secretary Byrnes, “it may be 
stated that recent reports indi- 
cate that a number of murders 
have taken place, of which in 
some instances prominent mem- 
bers of political parties have been 
the victims. 

“While this government is fully 
cognizant of the unsettled con- 
ditions which necessarily existed 
in Poland upon its liberation af- 
ter aimost six years of occupation, 
and realizes the difficulties en- 
eountered by the Polish Provision- 
al Government in restoring order 
under such conditions, nevertheless 
it is regrettable that the Polish 
Security Police appear to have 
been implicated in a number of 
these cases. 

“In view of the responsibilities 
assumed by the United States 
Government at Yalta and Potsdam. 
looking to the establishment of a 
democratic representative Govern- 
ment in Poland. this Government 
must necessarily follow closely 
Polish political developments. The 
greatest importance is attached to 
the fulfillment of Poland’s election 
commitments, and the American 
Ambassador has on several occas- 
jons brought to the attention of 
the Polish Government the fact 
hat the activities of the Security 

olice hinder the fulfillment of 
this commitment. 

“T have, therefore, requested the 
American embassy in Warsaw to 
inform the Polish Government to 
take the necessary steps to assure 
the freedom and security which 
are essential to the successful 
holding of free elections.”

They know that in viola- 
tion of solemn promises Poland 
has been partitioned, its recog- 
nized government scrapped and a 
misrepresentative regime installed 
and maintained by force. And they 
know too, that today the people of 
Balkan countries live in terror be- 
hind an iron wall of censorship. 

With the logic of common sense, 
the public does not indulge in hopes 
that totalitarian governments will 
afford to other peoples the rights 
they refuse to their own subjects. 
And they are convinced that slave 
labor, concentration camps, and the 
mass banishment of innocent peo- 
ple are evil, regardless of what 
nation sanctions them. 

Is it any wonder then, that the 
peoples of the world lack confi- 
dence in the promises of every to- 
talitarian regime 2? 

Furthermore, the roots of public 
distrust are also to be found in 
the disappointing history of other 
efforts at international coopera- 
tion. Still fresh in memory is the 
breakdown of the League of Na- 
tions when it was faced with ques- 
tions of vital import to the peace 
of the world. Men remember well 
the rapid succession of interna- 
tional treaties which were made 
between the two world wars and 
broken almost as soon as they were 
made. Nor does it serve any good 
purpose to ignore the shock exper!- 
enced by our own people and those 
of other lands, when they heard 
the Atlantic Charter, that inspiring 
statement of moral objectives, min- 
imized, disparaged and whittled 
down by its very authors. 


International Relations 
Divorced From Morality 


Over and beyond these examples 
of history, the common people of 
the world sense that national 
spokesmen and political philoso- 
phers have done tremendous harm 
to the validity of international 
arvreements. Stealthily, determined 
efforts have been carried on to di- 
voree international relations from 
morality. 

From many quarters comes the 
doctrine that the will of each state 
is supreme and subject to no high- 
er law. International agreements, 
it is contended, are made to serve 


— 


no longer useful to it. Fine words 
and clever phrases may bolster the 
plausibility of such a doctrine. But 
the common sense of mankind 
brands it for what it is—Inter- 
national Anarchy. 


Another school views all law as 
only an expression of force. Men 
and nations, they tell us, are en- 
titled only to the rights which they 
can hold by force or artifice. The 
common sense of mankind rightly 
names this doctrine, the “Law of 
the Jungle,” and labels it unfit for 
human relations.

“We shall win the war, and in vic- 
tory we shall seek not vengeance, 
but the establishment of an inter- 
national order in which the spirit 
of Christ shall rule the hearts of 
men and nations.” One need not 
grope for the objectives of the spir- 
it of Christ in human affairs. From 
a hillside in Galilee, the Son of God 
gave mankind the answer in words 
that come ringing down through 
the centuries: “Seek ye first the 
Kingdom of God and His justice, 
and all these things shall be added 
to you.” 


Steps Toward 
World Order 


The first step toward world 
order is to acknowledge in rever- 
ence and obedience the kingship, 
the dominion of God over human 
— national and internation- 
ni. 


The second step is to see that 
‘the instruments for the ordering 
of men’s actions are in accord 


/ with “His justice,” that is, with 


the law written in man’s nature 
and later given to us mainly in 
the Ten Commandments. 


The chief instrument set up to 
secure the peace of the world is 
the United Nations Organization. 
At present, it is little more than an 
alliance of victorious powers. But 
it is all that we have and we must 
build on it. With good will, it 
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Ultimately, however, the success 
United Nations Organiza- 
tion will be measured by its pro- 
gress toward two great goals. They 
are: first, the sincere adoption by 
all nations of an International Bill 
of Rights for individuals and for 
minority groups; and second, the 
adoption by all nations of a pro- 
gram to reduce armaments gradu- 
ally and to abolish military con- 
scription. 

When these objectives. are 
achieved, and only then, may men 
feel with any assurance that the 
instruments of world order are in 
line with “His Justice.” 

God has placed it within the 
power of the men of our day to in- 
troduce a new era—an era in which 
nations will live together in jus- 


tice and charity. The deepest hope 
of mankind is for a world at peace, 
a world of sovereign states cooper- 
ating to insure to all men the full 
enjoyment of their rights, a world 
of free men and free nations with 
their freedom secured under God 
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and the Law. 


Along the hard road to that goal, 
the nations may be called on to 
make many sacrifices which today 
seem great—but which, in the light 
of God’s justice, are necessary for 
the welfare of the human family. 
Unjust trade barriers, the unfair 
advantages that go with might and 
wealth, the idea of unlimited sov- 
ereignty—all of these must be eith- 
er rejected or readjusted in accord- 
ance with God’s principles of jus- 
tice. As we move along that road 
to understanding and unity, let us 
the reverence and faith of 
Tennyson’s prayerful words, time- 
less and for all humanity.

Yes. Until a generaton ago it 
was very difficult to receive an ab- 
solute divorcee in England. No 
single court had a right to grant 
the divorce. It could be granted 
only by the concurrence of several 
courts.

Dr. Mace believes that at present 
the ratio between divorce and mar- 
riage in England is that of one to 
ten. In this country it is about 
one to five. It would be much low- 
er in this country if marriage fail- 
ures were evenly distributed over 
the nation. As a matter of fact 
only one marriage out of eleven 
ends in divorce among rural peo- 
ple (by which is meant the resi- 
dents of the farm, of villages and 
of towns under 2,500 people). In 
the cities having a population above 
50,000 the rate before the war was 
one divorce to every three mar- 
riages, and during the war, in many 
cities, as many divorces have been 
granted as marriage licenses. 

Dr. Mace sees a disintegration 
of the nation because “the basic 
relationship about which the fam- 
ily is founded is smitten with a 
wasting disease.”

I went with Fr. Kalenda, the 
Chaplain from Grand Rapids, and 
I really am grateful to him for 
taking me. He spoke in Latin to 
the old Priest, who has been in 
Konnersreuth since Theresa was 
eleven. 

And the priest showed us a set 
of white outer garments worn by 
Theresa on Good Friday. First, 
the headpiece has blood stains on 
it in the shape of the crown of 
thorns. Then the blouse that was 
over two undergarments had blood- 
stains spattered all over it from 


her bleeding from the “Scourging 
at the pillar.” At the wrists the 
bleeding was very infense from 
pouring out of her hand wounds 
when she holds her hands out- 
stretched during her reliving of 
the Passion. Then on the right 
shoulder of the garment is a big 
solid patch of blood where the 
Cross was carried by Christ. 

Over her heart also is a big wide 
bloodstain (all this shows on the 
garment). Then Father also show- 
ed us a big piece of gauze she 
wears over her heart wound. It 
was competely soaked up with, now 
dry, blood, and in the center is a 
big scab that stayed on the gauze 
when it was removed. It shows the 
shape of the wound opening and it 
looks like a sword wound. 

It is all very impressive, but 
Theresa looks perfectly normal 
(except for the Stigmata) and she 
is so sweet and lovable. She asked

With baseball in the air again as the major league teams 
prepare to start for their training camps in the south and 
west, followers of that sport are beginning to stir them- 
selves, with the usual result that arguments are under way 
as to which team are going to win the pennants in the 


American and National Leagues. I suppose you have to

The Vatican was said 
to have been informed indirectly 
by Admiral Wilhelm Canaris, chief

The Constellation airplane which 
will take the three future Princes 
of the Church to the Consistory 
where they will receive the Red 
Hat, is scheduled to leave New 
York on February 11 and to ar- 
rive at Shannon, the Irish airport 
near Limerick on the morning of 
February 12. 

There they will be greeted by 
the newly appointed’ Bishop of 
Limerick, the Most Rev. Patrick 
O’Neill. After offering Mass at 
Limerick Cathedral the Cardinals- 
designate will journey to Dublin, 
capital of Eire. It is during this 
journey that Cardinal-designate 
Glennon will visit his birthplace. 

Premier Eamon de Valera, many 
members of the Irish Hierarchy 
and representatives of government 
and public life are expected to at- 
tend the State dinner in the even- 
ing and the following reception. 
The three Cardmals-designate will 
stay overnight in Dublin and af- 
ter offering Mass, probably in the 
Pro-Cathedral, will return to Lime- 
rick on February 18, to continue 
their journey to Rome, with anoth- 
er overnight stopover planned at 
Paris. Arrival at Rome is sched- 
" for the afternoon of February 

As already announced, the two 
other American Prelates to be 
raised to the Sacred Purple, Car- 
dinals-designate Edward Mooney, 
Archbishop of Detroit, and Sam- 
uel Stritch, Archbishop of Chicago, 
will make the journey to Rome in 
another Constellation plane, sched- 
uled to leave Chicago on February 
10. According to the time table 
prepared by the Trans World Air- 
line, this plane is scheduled to 
arrive at Shannon, Eire, in the 
morning of February 11 and will 
leave after a 90-minute stop for 
Paris and Rome, where it is due 
in the afternoon of February 11. 

News that Cardinal-designate 
Tien, the first Chinese Prelate to 
become a member of the Sacred 
College, will be a fellow-passeng- 
er of Cardinals-designate Glennon 
and Spellman, came from St. 
Mary’s Mission House at Techny, 
Ill., American headquarters of the 
Society of the Divine Word, of 
which the Chinese Prelate is a 
member. 

According to this announcement, 
Cardinal-designate Tien was sched. 
uled to arrive at San Diego, Calif, 
on February 1 aboard the Army 
transport, “Wakefield” which 
brought him and a large number 
of American Marines from Tsing- 
tao, China. He was to travel from 
California by air to Chicago and 
plans to spend the intervening days 
to February 9 at the Mission 
House in Techny. On that day he 
will fly to New York to join Car- 
dinals-designate Glennon and Spell- 
man for the journey to Rome. 

Some of the robes belonging to 
the late Cardinal George Munde- 
lein will be given to Cardinal-des- 
ignate Tien by the Archbishop of 
Chicago, it was learned. Other 
robes, those of the late Cardinal 
William O’Connell, made available 
by the Archdiocese of Boston, will 
complete the ecclesiastical ward- 
robe of the Chinese Prelate. 

Cardinal-elect Tien will be ac- 
companied from Techny to New 
York by the tev. Charles Michel, 
S.V.D., Provincial, and the Rev. 
Anthony May, 8.V.D., Mission Pro- 
eurator.

measure of a civilization is the 
measure of its family life. It is 
normally the soil of the steady and 
responsible home that berets the 
important driving incentive of a 
people that induces them to strive 
and work, to move upward and on 
ward, to progress. 

“The conviction has grown on me 
consistently that many thines in 
our civilization are working avainsi 
the family. Our housing situation, 
for instance, the economic inve- 
curity of so many of our pconle, 
the instability and turmoi) tht 
have been among the unfortunate 
fruits of the war—-these and -simi- 
lar problems are hardly less than 
attacks on the family. It is en- 
couraging to note that the deliber- 
ations of your meeting will extend 
to so many of them. 

“Perhaps it were well if we in 
America, who have in the past 
fought so well for a bill of rights 
for the individual, would in the 
future fight no less valiantly for a 
bill of rights for the family. The 
fact that your program is spon- 
sored by a church group gives as- 
surance that the strengthening and 
refining influence of relizicn in the 
family circle will be given atten- 
tion.” 

“Family Security Through Job 
Security” was the topic of the ad- 
dress by CIO President Murray, 
which Mr. Reid delivered. In stres- 
sing his topic, Mr. Murray as- 
serted: “It may be observed in 
passing that thé Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations never has 
used language as strong as that of 
Pope Pius (XI) in emphasizing the 
dangers of insecure employment 
ard low wages. If we had, we 
would have been accused of encour- 
aging subversion. We agree whole- 
heartedly with Pope Pius that lack 
of Family Security through job in- 
security is the great evil gnawing 
at the roots of our American way 
of life.

teed annual wage.” 

speaking on “The Family at 
Stake,” Dr. Schmiedeler pointed 
out: “The reasons for the family’s 
great social importance are not far 
to seek. In very great part, they 
center in the child. The home is the 
child’s world. In it primary living 
process takes place. That is to say, 
insofar as the United States is 
concerned, its 38,000,000 families 
today are developing the personali- 
ties that will determine the fate of 
the larger and wider social re- 
lations of tomorrow. In his home 
world the child gets his first and 
most essential lessons of life. In it 
his personality is shaped,. his char- 
acter is formed for good or for ill, 
for wea] or for woe. In no small 
measure is it true that as the little 
one will love or resent his parents 
in the home world of his childhood 
days, so will he later love or resent 
his community, his world-——and | do 
not know but what one might also 
add, his God. According to the di- 
vine plan, it is in the home that 
those who afterwards constitute so- 
ciety are dealt with and fashioved 
one by one.”

although the Charter establishes 
the general principles, it very wise- 
ly did not go into details of what 
those rights are. It merely rec- 
ognizes human rights, and that 
these rights are likely to change 
in the course of time, and leaves 
to the Assembly the faculty of de- 
termining those rights, and that 
is what we have to do in the As- 
sembly.

Dihigo continued, “that we have 
not forgotten the promises that 
were made at San Francisco and, 
though there are urgent matters 
‘that will require our attention in 
the days to come that from the 
very beginning the United Nations 
stand by their obligations and that 
we are going to establish those 
human rights. and those rights of 
nations.” 


Opposition to the Cuban proposal 
was led by the delegate from the 
Soviet Ukraine, Mr. Manuilsky. He 
urged postponement and spoke of 
the great difficulties of “these com- 
plicated questions of rights and 
duties of human beings and of na- 
tions.” He declared many histori- 
cal documents deal with these sub- 
jects and mentioned the Magna 
Carta (which historically gave 
rights only to Britain’s aristocracy), 
the Declaration of the Rights of 
Man and Citizens of France and the 
Declaration of 1917 of the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Republics. No- 
tably ignored were the many Chris- 
tian writings 6n the subject, includ- 
— great social Papal Encyc- 
icals. 


The mention of St. Paul came in 
an address by Mr. de Souza Dantas, 
of the Brazilian delegation, ex- 
pressing gratitude for his country’s 
election to the Security Council. 
He said: “In the admirable phrase 
of St. Paul, we are all members 
one of another.” 7 

Delegates from 51 nations are 
meeting here. The few speeches 
on a Christian note have come, 
mainly, from delegates of South 
American nations. But even these 
avoid reference to God and Chris- 
tianity and adopt the colder terms 
of “liberal” and “humanitarian” 
and similar phrases. So naturaliy, 
there was occasion for some sur- 
prise when in the course of his ad- 
dress, Mr. de Souza Dantas, ex- 
pressing a hope for the building 
of an international morale support- 
ed by spiritual forces of every kind, 
declared: 

“Let us see that such a society 
is formed without the intermix- 
tures of any political dictation, that 
such a society shall be based upon 
the great religious movements 
which have sprung from the teach- 
ings of Christ, Mohammed, Bud- 
dha and Confucius and which have 
received lay support of the poets, 
philosophers and scholars of every 


America.

“The conviction has grown on nie 
consistently that many thine’s in 
our civilization are working avwainst 
the family. Our housing situation, 
for instance, the economic insc- 
curity of so many of our pconle, 
the instability and turmoil tht 
have been among the unfortuinte 
fruits of the war-——these and -simi- 
lar problems are hardly less than 
attacks on the family. It is en- 
couraging to note that the delibe:- 
ations of your meeting will extend 
to so many of them. 

“Perhaps it were well if we in 
America, who have in the past 
fought so well for a bill of rights 
for the individual, would in the 
future fight no less valiantly for a 
bill of rights for the family. The 
fact that your program is spon- 
sored by a church group vives as- 
surance that the strengthening and 
refining influence of relizicn in the 
family circle will be .given atten- 
tion.” 

“Family Security Through Job 
Security” was the topic of the ad- 
dress by CIO President Murray, 
which Mr. Reid delivered. In stres- 


sing his topic, Mr. Murray as- 
serted: “It may be observed in 
passing that thé Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations never has 


used language as strong as that of 
Pope Pius (XI) in emphasizing the 
dangers of insecure employment 
ard low wages. If we had, we 
would have been accused of encour- 
aging subversion. We agree whole- 
heartedly with Pope Pius that lack 
of Family Security through job in- 
security is the great evil gnawing 
at the roots of our American way 
of life. 


“It is an evil that must be de- 
stroyed, and it can be destroyed 
only by affirmative action to bring 
about full employment of all will- 
ing and able workers at a guaran- 
teed annual wage.” 

Speaking on “The Family at 
Stake,” Dr. Schmiedeler pointed 
out: “The reasons for the family’s 
great social importance are not far 
to seek. In very great part, they 
center in the child. The home is the 
child’s world. In it primary living 
process takes place. That is to say, 
insOfar as the United States is 
concerned, its 38,000,000 families 
today are developing the personali- 
ties that will determine the fate of 
the larger and wider social re- 
lations of tomorrow. In his home 
world the child gets his first and 
most essential lessons of life. In it 
his personality is shaped, his char- 
acter is formed for good or for ill, 
for wea] or for woe. In no small 
measure is it true that as the little 
one will love or resent his parents 
in the home world of his childhood 
days, so will he later love or resent 
his community, his world—and | do 
not know but what one might also 
add, his God. According to the di- 
vine plan, it is in the home that 
those who afterwards constitute so- 
ciety are dealt with and fashioved 
one by one.”
